The fire extinguishing appliances on,.board 
the Huakow consisted of fire buckets. and 
hand pumps erected both, forrard and aft, and 
steam pumps, with several reels of hose. 
These were all in order at the time: of the 
fire. The life-saving-uppliances on board were 
life-boats, which in’ smooth water could carry 
from filty to eighty. passengers ‘each, a number. 
of life-rafts; according to the Board of Trade 
requisition, and a number of life biioys, On 
the morning (Monday) following the fire, the 
Nankow was towed out to-sea. ‘hey found dn 
boord at the time two things, which resembled 
bodies. One was found . in the port alleyway 
(forrard end) and the other aft. These were 
burted-at sea, The vessel carried no cargo, as 
far'ns witness knew, of a: highly inflammable 
nature. No alarm or signal, to witness's know- 
Jedges: was given to those on board when the 
fire was gaining on the ship This was 
accounted for by. noise on board and the 
absence of the Chinese crew.- There could 
cettajnly be no savi x of tife—in fact it would 
have made no difference had a bell been 
rung, on. account of the rush. The Chinese 
were ina state of‘panic; nothing could be done 
forthem. Witness could not give a reason for 
the fire, which he said when first seen‘resem- 
bled a volcano—the way it; wis: shooting up 
from the matting. Witness only saw one fire, 
he cou.d not speak.as to the report that. fires 
had started at different parts of the ship. Wit. 
ness, however, thought that it was quite possible 
for the fire to Kave been started by human 
agency, and yet the person who pat the fire to 
be unobserved by the crowd, owing to the 
bustle on board at the time., Witness snid that 
there were many rumours as to how the fire was 
started, but he would rather not ‘speak about 
such things. Witness thought that it was very 
unlikely for spontaneous combustion to have 
started the fire. The Chinese passengers all 
smoked on board, and he must say they were 
very careless in disposing of matches ' and 
cigarette stubs, but he thought il again un- 
likely for the fire to "have started’ through 
a lighted cigarette, stub, as it would have been 
noticed by the ather passengers. Supposing 
tais fire, had started five miles ont at: sea,, 
the witness’ was of opinion that it would 
have been improbsble for anyone to be 
saved, except by clinging to rafts. Witness. 
was asked if he c-nsidered:it safo to carry mat-, 
ting on board a ship, unscreened, and with care, 
less coolies smoking near. by? He considered 
jt safe, although .there was some amount of 
risk.” Witness had no other, suggestions to 
} make. : 

The jury wanted to know ifthe after part of. 
the ship was crowded with passengers, when the 
cargo was there too,. Witness replied that 400 
rolls of matting did not take up much room. 
Wittiess could not say, pi probably he did, but hé 
did not think he had under estimated the time 
he gave in his euiderers of the rate the fire had 
travelled,

Previous to this 
witness had noticed no signs of a fire on board, 
On hearing of the fire he told his chief officer 
to come aft and see what was the, matter. They, 
proceeded aft along the starboard alleyway—

Witness—Backed end on west side, lying

Continuing, he said that when he and the: 
mate got aft there was no-pinic, but, the usual 
rush of passengers to get ashore. - Witness-first 
‘saw the signs of a fire at the'foot of the Indder 
leading to the main deck aft, -Almost in 
the centre of « stack of matting was a 
ball of fire, shooting ppwards, with plenty, 
of srioke. Witness gave orders to the chief 
officer 10 get'the hose ready. Two fire! 
buckels of water were secured from a rack, 
through acrow of Chinese, and emptied on 
the fire fram as close as possible. Just then 
it was when the panic started... No more 
buckets of water could be obtained because of 
the crowd, While the mate was after the hose, 
witness gave orders to-pull down ‘the other, 
bales of matting. close to the burning bale so 
as (o stop its progress. The watchmen were 
also told to clear the gangway as much as. 
possible. Witness next went to assist the men 
| in-getting the hose, On the way he met 
the chief officer coming along the port saloon 
deck, and witness was told that the ‘donkey ” 
could not be started on account ‘of the fire and 
smoke as the engineers were driven from the 
en ine-room. He could attach the hase, but’ 
the “ donkey” sould not.work, The hose.could 
nat be attached to.a has.d-pump “aft on account 
of the smoke. ‘The hand-pump: forward 
was too far away ta be uset effectively on the 
fire. Alarms were sounded then, ‘lhe’ chief 
engineer was then. al the forward end of the 
port alleysay. Witness asked him if it was 
possible to do anything with the engines and he 
said i i’ was.impossible, nothing could be done, 
Then witness saw two foreign ladies standing 
just at the-entrance of the saloon. Witness 
wentand told them the danger and requested 
them to leave the ship, he accompanying them 
dawn the gangway and on to the wharf.. The. 
ladies were unable to help themselves-and were 
willing to go’ashore. When the firemen ar- 
‘tived all aft was insmoke. Witness went below 
again and found the gangway still choked with 
Chinese. -A little Inter the Chinese women's 
compartment took fire. Witness was in the after 
part fora minute, Then, as if the wind had 
veered, the ship-became enveloped. in smoke, 
Nothing more could be done, except get suffo. 
cated. He got b:ck to the upper deck, From 
the time the Indian watchman culled witness 
to the time when he returned to the upper deck 
when the ship.was totally enveloped, in smoke, 
not more than three minutes had clapsed., Wit- 
ness went along the starboard alleyway to’ the 
satoon—at that time the.after-part of the Han:

A Chinese merchant, residing at present in 
California, has written the following letter to a 
member of the local Press i=" During the con- 
tinuance of the boycott against American goods: 
‘in China, the Americans treated the Chinese 
here with courtes *, but as soon as the boycott 
collapsed“they made new rules for the bad 
treatment of the Chinese, These rules are as 
follows (1); When a Chinaman. arrives in 
4 America a medical officer will bring a long 
pole (sic) and ppt it on the eyes of the sewly 
a riving Chinaman, os if to test the eye-sight, 
but as soon as the ‘pole is withdrawn from the 
eyes, they gradually yet swollen up. (2) Be- 
fore a Chinaman is allowed ‘to leave the ship‘ 
he moust first be vaccinated with a big four- 
pointed fork, which is pressed hard on the 
man’s arm and causes much pain, so that: the 
arm swells up very big in some cases, and‘ na- 
turally the man gets very sick, Therefore on, 
the first account the Chinaman is not allowed 
to land, as no one with bad eye-sight cati enter 
America, On the second account he cannot 
Vaid, as no gick person is allowed to land in’
